Washington dispatches say that Attorney General 
lorn Clark in going to prolix election irregularities in con­ 
nection with the purging of Congressman Slaughter iii 
Missouri. 
Since the priocip.il targets of such an investigation 
would be M r. C lerk’s boss, President Trum an, and Mr. 
Clark' s own Department of Justice, it w ill take a miracle 
for the probe to produce anything but whitewash. 
I he ipisode is one of the most disgraceful of which 
any Am erican President ever has been guilty. 
President Trum an got “ mad” at Slaughter for a very 
simple reason — the Congressman refused to take the 
President's orders. 
W ith the vindictiveness which has 
marked other phases of President Trum an’s personal re­ 
cord, the Chief Executive set out to punish Slaughter by 
defeating him at the polls. 
T o do this, the President called in his gang. I Ie him ­ 
self, with all the prestige and power of the W hite House 
behind him, led tile fight. The National Democratic Com ­ 
mittee, in the person of Chairm an Mannegan, threw the 
weight of the party’s patronage into the fray. 
Next the President yelled to his C IO friends for aid. 
and the vast campaign resources of the P A C was focused 
on the district. This array being deemed insufficient, Presi­ 
dent Trum an turned to another set of his old friends, the 
Pendergast political machine of evil repute, and sum 
moned their aid in fighting Slaughter. 
the unfairness and iiusfKirtsmanslup of throwing 
these vast political goliaths against a lone Congressman in 
an obscure district is perfectly obvious. 
But presently it turned out that Slaughter was the 
sort of David who could take on and lick all of these giants 
in a fair fight. 
W hatever remaining respect one may feel for Presi­ 
dent Trum an up to this point goes out the window with 
the next development.

Infec­ 
tions in the biters can be carried 
to other parte of th# body, causa 
aerious illnesses. 
Insidious enemies in the form 
of bacteria are present all the 
time, waiting to find lodgings. 
Teeth that ara kept scrupulously 
cleaned, brushed after each meal, 
have a better chance of combat­ 
ting germ* than those that are ne­ 
glected. Deposits left in the mouth 
by starches and sweets change in 
character it. a few hours, and can 
become a menace. Brush until the 
teeth shine. Dip the Anger in a 
dentifrice now and then and mas­ 
sage the gums to keep the circula­ 
tion lively. 
If Goats Bleed 
If the gums bleed, it is possible 
that tartar has formed; only the 
dentist's instruments ran remove 
it, so go to his office twice a year 
for 
examination, 
a 
thorough 


cleaning 
and 
whatever 
re pail 
work may be necessary. 
Some dentists believe that the 
solution of tooth decay may even­ 
tually be found in the field of 
dietetics. Calcium seems to be a 
general need; it is found in milk 
orange juice, carrots, eggs, celery 
and cheese. A ll these foods are in­ 
cluded in the balanced diet. 


A Good Toothbroeh 
Select a toothbrush thnt is not 
too large, that ha* bristles set lr 
groups. Have several brushes and 
as soon aa the bristles soften, dis­ 
card them. Rinse well after using. 
hang them up to dry. It is a wise 
practice to use r mouth lotion 
after scouring the teeth. You can 
make your own if you wish by dis­ 
solving a half teaspoonful of salt 
and a half teaspoonful of baking 
soda in a glass of water. 
Make it a habit to eat raw 
vegetables to give teeth and gums 
exercise; carrots, cabbage hearts, 
turnips w ill give them work to do 
If you find It necessary to use den­ 
tal floss, be extremely cartful not 
to saw into the gums.
